He was sired by Village Champion (82538) that won distinction 
in the show rings throughout Canada as a show bull and sire, and his dam was 
the world renowned Missie 153rd. This latter cow was selected by the late Mr. 
Marr, as the best Missie in his herd, to represent the herd at the International Sale 
at Chicago. She sold for a record price for a Scotch cow, $6,000.00, and was 
added to the Pine Grove Herd, where she distinguished herself as a breeder of 
winners. She and her daughter Missie of Pine Grove and her son Missie Cham- 
pion won the first in Toronto for the best cow and two of her progeny in 1903. 

Knuckle Duster (72793)=28868=was a Bruce Augusta, he was used in 
Scotland before importation and left many valuable animals there as he did in 
Canada since his importation. His sire was Waverley (68072) and he was the 
sire of Silver Plate (75633), Jemidar (70671) and many noted sires mentioned 
in this catalogue. Knuckle Duster’s dam was Augusta 42nd by Cap-a-pie (58591 
and his g. dam was Augusta 9th by Cetewayo (49244). 


Touchstone (60073) was a beautiful bred Secret, sired by Gondolier (52596), 
his dam was Sunflower by Roan Gauntlet (35284), and his g. dam was Sybel.a 
by Pride of the Isles (85072). Touchstone has been one of the most valu~ble 
sires used in the North in many years. He was the sire of Corner Stone, that 
won the first prize and Champion over all at the Highland Show and for which 
1,500 Pounds Sterling was refused. Cornelius, a full brother, is also a wonderful 
sire.
